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Aii other Dog, that had the Nerves of the Par vagum 
Only tyed, lived io Days; He vomited frequently, and 
would not eat unlefs clandeftinely: He breathed with 
Sighs, and was very faint. 

A Dog, that had the Trunk of the Aorta dependent 
tyed hard a little above the Diapbragme, immediately 
loft the ufe of his hind Legs ^ for when he ftood on his 
fore Legs, he would draw after him his hinder Legs, as 
if rhey had been dead: He grew weaker by degrees, 
and dyed in five Hours. 

July the i2tb, a Mole being ftung in the Side by a 
Scorpion, dyed immediately convulled. In this we ob- 
ferved, that the IntefUmm c£cum\% wanting in Moles. 


Edward Lhwyd, 
Keeper of the Aflhmolean Mufeum in Oxford, 
to t)r. Tancred Robinfon, F. G{.$. Giving a 
farther Account of what he met with remarkable in 
"Natural Hiftory and Antiquities, in his Travels 
thro Wales.

I Had no fooner received your daft, but was forced 
to retire in a hurry to the Mountainous Parts of this 
County, in order to copy out a large Weljh MS. which 
the Owner was not willing to fpare above two or three 
Days, and that in his Neighbourhood. It was writ on 
Veliom, about $00 Years fince 5 and contained a Cob 
UtTtion of soft of the oideft Writers mentioned by Dr. 

Davie/, 
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Davies at the end of the Welfh Dictionary: So I thought 
it better trefpaffing on the Gentleman’s patience that 
lent it, than lofe fuch an Opportunity as perhaps will 
not occur again in my Travels. This is the occafion of 
my long Silence——— the tranfcribing ol that Book 
taking up two Months of our time. 

I lent Mr* Ray an Account of Tome Plants we met 
with, with three or four Figures, which perhaps you 
have feen. We have fince found two or three others, 
which I had never met with before; viz . t. Lyfmachu 
Chamanerion diffa Atpina C.B. Prodr . 2 . Bifalium mini' 
mum. 3. Solanifolia Circ£& Alpina C. B. 4. Mr. Ra/ s Al* 
fine fpuria puflla repent foliit Saxifrage aure&. We found 
indeed the Firft alio laft Year at Hyfita}, one of the Hills 
of Snowdon 3 and I had formerly fent Mr. Rap a dried 
Leaf. Dr. Richardfon brought it home with him laft 
Year 5 and it flowring fince in his Garden, he is fully 
fatisfy’d it is diftimft from the Common French Wil¬ 
low-Herb. 

In a fteep Rock called Craig y park , and others in the 
Parifti of Tfrad Dyvodog , we observed divers Veins of 
Coal, expofed to fight as naked as the Rock 5 and found 
a Flint Axe, fomewhat like thofe ufed by th <e. Ameri¬ 
cans. 

At Goldclijf m Monmouthfliire we had fome variety of 
form’d Stones: But what pleafed me moft was an Afieria, 
or Column Star-Stone, befet with Sprigs the whole 
length of it, iffuing from the Commiflures of the 
Plates. 

Tins County abounds with Entrochiy, one whereof I; 
fa w in a Rock at the Ifle of Barry , above 15 Inches in 
length 3 and an other about 1.0 Inches long, but as thick 
as a Cane*. We took their Figures and Dimenfiona, but 
could tfot g*t off the Stones without breaking. 

At Kaer phily Cable the People (hewed us an Infcrip- 
tion (as they fuppofed) on one of the Steps of the 

Tower 5 
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'Tower* a Copy whereof I here fend you. I raufl: con- 
fefs I am not fully fatisfied whether it were ever de¬ 
signed for reading, or for fome kind of Antique Orna¬ 
ment 3 but rather incline to the latter. The Stone was 
not defigned for a Step, there being none of the fame 
kind in the whole Stair-Cafe. The Marks were moftly 
worn out by treading} and it is poffible they might be 
once more uniform 3 and fome few Miftakes may have 
happened in the copying ic as it is. I have fent the 
Stone to the Mufeum at Oxford 5 where the Curious may 
be fatisfied. Were it the old Celtic Character, which 
C<efar fays was like the Greeks ’twere a noble Difcovery .* 
But I fear our Ancefrors (if ever they had any Writing) 
have left us none upon Stones. 

I alfo copied the Mafons Marks on fome Stones there 3 
whereby perhaps fome Perfons curious in Archtte&ure 
may judge whether it has been a Roman or later Britifh 
Building : I fay Roman or Britijh , becaufe the Saxons 
and Danes never fettled here 3 and it is older than the 
Norman Conqueft; 

We have colle&ed what Infe&s occur’d this Summer, 
efpecially the Butterflies 3 but we are ignorant of the 
means of preferving them well in our Travels. I fhall 
take all the Care I can of the Zoophytes this Winter in 
Vembrokejhire and Cardiganshire 3 but as yet we have met 
with very few of them. I am,
